about as explosive as cider champagne, 
but not so destructive in its effects, and 
one great genius after another worked 
upon it until it was brought to its present 
high state of perfection. Then gun cot- 
ton was invented, then pyroxaline then 
kerosene, the hired girl anmhilator

The pec-uliar property of 


xerotine Biccatiiie lies in the fact that it 
can be set to go off at a given tame All 
that is necessary is to place the mgredi 
ents in a bottle, stow away the bottle m 
the hold of the English vessel you are 
desirous of destroying, and it will work 
its way into the hearts and affections 
and hversof the crew in its own good 
time 
The date of the catastrophe is 


easily regulated by placing a little more 
of one kind of shift m the bottle than 
another, 01 aJittle less 
For instance 
the Irish patriot desires the English 
vessel to collapse and go down on the 
fourth of July—he gauges the explosion 
to the exact day by a proper admixture 
of the component parts, thougli it is 
impossible for him to arrive at tho exact 
day and hour theieof when he will be 
hung for doing it.

Those not cleaning to use the article full 
strength maj tasily dilute with a little 
dynamite, while those preferring addi- 
tional fence should add a pinth 01 two of 
powdered mother-in-law.

been born in the city of Philadelphia, 
February 18, 1S32.' His early years 
were spent in his native state, where 
ho repeivd a common school educa- 
tion. 
At the age of 17 he engaged 


in the carpi-lifer's trade, which ^ho 
continued ( < > follow until he wah 21. 
Then, after spending one year at 
Ca|>e M!'^. he removed to the city of 
Chicago,'w Lere he reamed the busi- 
ness of a carpenter and builder, con- 
tinuing it until the fall of 1854, 
when he removed to Galena, where 
he erected a number of large build- 
ings, including some of the largest 
aud iiuest in that place.

Pathos and Sentiment. 


There is alwava on the stage a risk in 


pathetic situation*, for the "Hlusion of 
the stage" is B thing so muon more 
talked about than felt Thus great ef- 
fects in pathos are almost alwoyB reached 
in a single sentence, o word sometimes, 
even a tone, a gesture. Long speeches, 
protracted situations, rarely touch the 
heart, partly because the actors can not 
keep themselves for so long to the proper 
pitch, partly because the spectators can 
not keep up their sympathy BO long tor 
what they know—though a flash of 
Keniua may make them for an ^a^"* 
forget it—to be but fictitious woe. Thus 
pathos, no matter how beautiful its ex- 
pression, to be truly effective on the 
stage, to be truly effective anywhere in 
fiction, should always be brief. And it 
should alvvajs be born, pot made. Brev- 
ity and naturalness are the essential 
qualities of pathos. Wnen it lacks these 
two it becomes sentiment. The moment 
we begin to reason abont it, the moment 
we begin to ask ourselves whether this 
could really have happened this way or 
that, then we may know that pathos has 
left the scene and sentiment comes on. 
To hunt in highway* and byway* for a 
sigh, to exhanst nature and art for a 
tear is the only act of the man who has 
no feeling for the real sorrows of hu- 
manity 
Even where one finds a trace 


of pathos, how often does it not lose 
half its effect, become finally lost by 
repetition "> The nail is hammered again 
and again until the head is knocked 
away and the point blunted. "It was 
always," says Palstoff, " the trick of our 
English nation if they have a good thing 
to-make it too common." Yet where 
can one find such mastery of pathos as 
in him who drew "Falstaff?" All the 
French and German sentiment that was 
ever printed might be wiped off the face 
of the earth while there remains the
